The
gelling of the stock was assoclated with the
renewed stock market flurry in Pittsburg
and it was rumored that the steel preferred
offered in the market came out of collateral
for a loan which was affected by the Pitts-
burg money troubles. A three-point break
in Westinghouse Electric and a drop of
eleven in the first preferred were supposed
to find their origin at the same source. The
slump of nine folnta in Colorado Fuel had
no news to explain it, but was supposed to
be connected with a s ulative accumula-
tion of this stock, while its control was
still disputed. As a minority stock the de-
mand has so far fallen off as to offer lttle
market for a forced sale. The railroad
equipmeént companies were still notably
weak under the influence of the official ad-
missions of large measures of economy by
the great railroad systems, which are ex-
pected to become general throughout the
rallroad world. A sale of old Rock Isjand
stock at a decline of fifteen points attracted
some attention. The break in Canadian
Pacific just at the close was attributed to
orders from Montreal.

The Western demand for currency is still
deferred and New York exchange at Chicago
went to 15 cents premium. The money mar-
ket is cerrespondingly easy In tone, but
bankers maintain a degree of caution on the
pessibility that the demand, though late,
may still come up to the normal.

Outside of the fluctuations in steel bonds
the bond market was narrow and unimper-
tant. Total sales at par value were $2,842,000,
United States twos advanced 3; per cent. on
the last call.

Outside mar-
kets were weak, however, and this fact, in
addition to the favorable weather in the

Northwest, brought out considerable selling

orders during the first hour, and a weaker
tone developed, St. Louls houses were
leaders in the early selling. With but little
demand, December sold off to T8gc. An
upturn at Minneapolls, due to a betler
demand for flour and a strong cash de-
mand, caused a sharp rally later in the
day. The bull feeling was augmoented by
the comparatively small increase in tne
world's visible supply. There was sgome
influential buying late in the session, with
but little disposition to sell on the part of
any one. Closing prices were near the top,
December being %@ 7%c higher at T9%c, after
touching 79%@1%c. Clearances of wheat
and flour were equal to 2600 bu. Primary
receipts were 1,582,300 bu, against 1605000
bu a year ago. Minneapolis and Duluth
reported receipts of 716 cars, which, with
local receipts of 1% cars, none of contract
grade, made at total of 9/l cars, agaipst
1,194 last week and 1,196 a year ago.

Corn ruled weak the early part of the
session, due to mild weather throughout
the West and on the weakness in wheat,
Provisions interests were again on the sell-
ing side of the market, and there was an
absence of any bull support.
